Meanwhile the House had vote:! on the orivinal 
Missouri bill. An amendment, peremptorily ii- 
terdicting all Slavery in the new Staie, was ad 'p- 
ted by 94 yeas to 86 nays; and thus the Lill passed 
the House, and was sent to the Senate March 1. 
Thus, after an exasperated and protracted discas 
sion the two Ilouses were at a dead lock. The 
double-headed Missouri Compromise was the ulti- 
matum of the Senate. The restriction of Slavery 
in Missyuri, involving, of course, its prohil ition 
in the anorganized Territories, was the rltimatum 
of the House.

To all such let 
me commend a familiar story: An eminent leader 
in antiquity, Themistocles, onee announced to the 
Athenian Asembly that he had a scheme to pro- 
pose highly heneticial to the State, but which 
could not be expounded to the many. Aristides, 
surnamed the Just, was appointed to receive the 
secret, and to report upon it. lis brief and mem- 
orable judgment was, that, while nothing could 
be more advantageous to Athens, nothing could 
he more unjust; and the Athenian multitude, re- 
sponding at onee, rejected the proposition. It 
appears that it was proposed to burn the com- 
bined Greek fleet, which then rested in the security 
of peace in a neighboring sea, and thes confirm 
the naval suprema*y of Athens. A ilar prop- 
osition is now brought before the American Sen- 
ate. You are asked to destroy a safeguard of 
Freedom, consecrated by solemn compact, under | 
which the country is now reposing in the security 
of peace, and thus confirm the supremacy of Sla- 
very. ‘To this institution and its partisans the 
proposition may seem to be advantageous; but 
nothing can be more unjust. Let the judgment of 
the Athenian multitude be yours. 


This is what I have to say upon this head. 1 
now pass to the second branch of the argument. 

II. Mr. President, it is not only as an infraction 
of solemn compact, embodied in ancient law, tha 
Larraign this bill. I arraign it alsoas a flagrant 
and extravagant departure from the original policy 
of our fathers, consecrated by their lives, opinions, 
and acts. 

And here, sir, hear with me in a brief recital o 
unquestionable facts. At the period of the Decla- 
ration of Independence, there was upwards of half! 
a million colored persons in Slavery throughout 
the United Colonies. These unhappy people were; 
originally stolen from Africa, or were the children 
of those who had been and, though dis- 
tributed throughout the whole country, were to be 
found in largest numbers ij i

But the spirit of Freedom then prevailed in the 

land. The fathers of the Republic, leaders in the 

war of Independence. were struck with the incon- 

sistency of an appeal for their own liberties, while 

holding in bondage the'r fellow-men, only “ guilty 

of a skin not colored like their own.” The same 

conviction animated the hearts of the people, 

whether at the North or South. In a town meei-| 
‘ing, at Danbury, Connecticut, held on the 12th of 
i December, 1778, the following declaration was,

as lives, debasing partof our fellow creatures below 
men, and corrupting the virtue and morals of the 
re: t, and laying the Hasis of that liberty we contend 
for, and which we pray the Almighty to continue 
to the latest posterity, upon a very wrong founda- 
tion. We therefore resolve at all times to wse our 
utmost endeavors for the manumission of our slaves 
in this Colony, upon the most safe and equitable 
fuoting for the masters and themselyes.”—<Am.

The soul of Virginia, during this period, found 
also fervid utterance through Jefferson, who, by 
precocious and immortal words, has enrolled him- 


)so the South, in the judgment of its own states- self among the earliest Abolitionists of the coun- 
‘men at the time, and according to unquestionable try. 


In his address to the Virginia Convention of 
1774, he openly avowed, while vindicating the 
rights of British America, that “the abolition 
of domestic Slavery is the greatest object of de- 


yy cessfully consumated at the next session; and sub- sire in taese Columies, where it was unhappily in- 


troduced in their infant state.’ And then again, 
in the Declaration of Independence, he embodied 
sentiments, which, when practically applied, w ill 
give Freedom to every Slave throughout the land. 
*We hold these truths to be self-eyident,” says 
our country, speaking by the voice of Jeffersun, 
“that all men = created equal—that they are en- 
dowed with certain inalienable rights; that among 
these are life, diderfy, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness.” And again, inthe Congress of te ( 
federation, he brought forward, as early as 17%, 
a resvlution to exclude Slavery from alf the terri- 
tory “ceded or tu be ceded” by the States of the 
Federal Government, including the whole territory 
now covered by Tennessee, Mississippi, and Ala- 
bama. Lost at first by a single vote only, this 
measure was substantially renewed at a subse- 
quent day, by a son of Massachusetts, and, in 
1787, was finally confirmed in the Ordinance of the 
Northwestern Territory, by a unanimous vote of) 
the States. 

Thus early and distinctly do we discern 
Anti-Slavery character of the founders of our 
public, and their determination io place the 
tional Government, within the sphere of its jr 
diction, openly, actively, and perpetually on 
side of Freedom, 

The Federal Constitution was adopted in 1788. 
And here we ciscern the same spirit. The em-

phatie words of the Declaratioa of Independence, 
whieh our ecuntry teok upon its lips as baptismal 
vows, when it claimed its place among the nations | 
of the earth, were not forgetten. The preamble 
to the Constitution renews them, when it declares 
its object to be, among other things, “to establish 
justice, to promote the general welfare, and to 
secure the blessings of Liberty to. ourselves @ 

posterity.” Thus, according to undeniable words, 
the Constitution was ordained not to establish, | 
secure, or sanction Slavery—not to promote the 
special interest of Slaveholders—not to make 
Siavery national in any way, form or manner— 
not to foster this great wrong, but to “establish 
justice ’—“ promote the general welfare,’’ and 
“secure the blessings of Liberty.” The discred- 
itable words Slave and Slavery were not allowed 
to tind a place in this instrument, while a clause 
was subsequently added hy way of amendment, | 
and, therefore, according to the rules of inter- 
pretation, particularly revealing the sentiments 
of the founders, which is calenlated, like the 
Declaration of Independence, if practically ap- 
plied, to carry freedom to all within the sphere 
It was specifically declared, that 
“no person shall Le deprived of life, liberty, or 
property without due process of law;” that is, 
without, due presentment, indictment, er other 
llere is an express guard of 
personal Liberty, and an express interdict upon 
its invasion anywhere within the national juris- 


diction. 


It is evident, from the debates on the National 
Constitution, that Slavery, like the slave trade was 
regarded as temporary ; end it seems to have been 
supposed by many that they would both disappear 
together. Nor do any words employed in our day, 
denounce it with an indignation more burning than 
those which glowed on the lips of the Fathers. 
Karly in the Convention, Governeur Morris, of 
Pennsylvania, broke forth in the language of an 
“Ile never would concur in uphold- 
ing domestic Slavery. It was a nefarious institu- 
tion. It was the curse of Heaven.” In another 
mood, and with mild, juridical phrase, Mr. Mad- 
ison “thought it wrong to adinii in the Constitution 
the idex of property in man.” And Washington, 
in his letters written near this period—which com- 
pletely describe the aims of an Abolitionist—avow- 
ed “that it was among his first wishes to see some 
plan adopted by which Slavery may be abolished by 


law ; and that to this end ‘ his sufirage should not 
me - 








In this spirit was the National Constitution 
adopted. In this spirit the National Government 
was first organized under Washington. And here 
there is a fact of peculiar significance, to which I 
have already cna former occasion called attention, 
but which is well worthy of perpetual memory. 
at the time that this creat chief took his first oat! 
to support the Constitution of the United States, 
the national ensign nowhere within the national Ter- 
ritory covered a single slave. On the sea an execra- 
ble piracy, the trade in Slaves, was still, to the 
national scandal, tolerated under the national flag. 
In the States, as a sectional institution, beneath the 
f local laws, Slavery unhappily found a 
home. But in the only Yerrituries, at this time 
belonging to the Nation, the broad revion of the 
northwest, it had already, by the ordinance of 
Freedom, been made impossible, even before the 
adoption of the Consiitution. The District of 
Columbia, with its fatal dowry, had not yet beea 
acquired. . 

Entering upon his high duties, Washington him- 
self an Abolitionist, was surrounded by men, who, 
by their lives and declared opinions, were pledged 
tu warfare with slavery. There was John Adams, 
the Vice President—great vindicator ard final ne- 
goviator of our national independence—whose soul, 
flaming with Freedom, broke furth in the early 
declaration, that “consenting to slavery is a sacri- 
ligious breach of trust,” and whose immitigab!e 
hostility to this wrong has been made immortal in 
his descendants. There, also, was a companion in 
arms and attached friend, the yet youthful Hamil 
ton, who, as a member of the Abolition Society o! 
New York, had only recently united in a solema_ 
petition for those who, “though free by the laws of 
God, are held in Slavery by the laws of the Stale.” 
There, too, was a noble spirit, of spotless virtue, 
and commanding influence, the ornament of human 
nature, who, like the sun, ever held an unerring 
course, John Jay. Filling the important post of 
Minister of Foreign A ffairs under the Confederation, 
he found time to organize the Abolition Society of 
New York, until, by the nomination of Washing- 
ton, he beeame Chief Justice of the United States.

By such 
men was Washington surrounded, while from his 
own Virginia came the voice of Patrick Henry, 
jamidst confessions that he was a master of slaves, 
erying “I will not, I cannot justify it. However 
culpable my conduct, I will so far pay my devoir 
to Virtue as to own the excellence and rectitude of 
her precepts and lament my want of conformity to 
them.” Such words as these, fily coming from 
our leaders, belong to the true glories of the coun- 
try: 

* While we such precedents can boast at home, 

Reep thy Fabricus and thy Cato, Rome!” 

The earliest Congress under the Coustitution 
adopted the ordinance of Freelom for the North- 
western Territory, and thus ratified the prohibi- 
tron of Slavery in all the existing Territories of 
the Union. Among those who sanctioned this 
act were

—who, as statesman and philosopher, had won the 
admiration of mankind—who had ravished the 
lightning from the skies and the sceptre from the 
tyrant—whose name, sigued to the Declaration of

great instrument, and then again signed to the 
Constitation of the United States, filled it with the 
charm of wisdom—in whom more than in any other 
man, the true spirit of American Institutions, at

knew intimately the purposes and aspirations of 
the sounders—-this veteran statesman, then eighty- 
four years of age, appeared at the bar of that Con- 
gress, Whose powers le had helped to define and 
establish, and by the last political act of his long 
life, solemnly entreated ‘that it would be pleased 
to counfenance the restoration of lilerty to those 
uphappy men, who alone in this land of Freedom, 
are deeraded mito pe rpetual be ndage,”’ and “that 
it would step to the very verge of the power vested 
in it for DISCOURAGING every species of traftic 
in the persons of our fellow-men.’’ Only a short 
time after uitering this prayer, the patriot sage de- 
seended to the tomb; but he seems stil! to call upon

opposer it. 

dhe extent to which its original policy has been 
changed can be‘placed beyond question. Early 
ia Our history, no man was disqualitied for public 
ofice by reason of his opinions on this subject; 
and this condition continued for a long period. 
As late as 1821, John W. Taylor, Representative 
from New York, who had pressed with se much 
energy, not merely the prohibition of Siavery in 
the Territories, but its restriction in the Staie ct 
Missouri, was elected to the chair of Henry Clay, 
as speaker of the other House. It is neediess to 
add, that no determined supporter of the Wilmot 
Proviso at this day could expect that eminent truct. 
An arrogant and unrelenting ostracism is now ap- 
plied, not only to all who express themselves against 
Slavery, but to every man who will not be its men- 
ial. A novel test for office has been introduced, 
which would have excluded ali the Fathers of the 
Republio—even Washington, Jeffersor, and Frank- 
lin. Yes, sir; startling it may be, but indispu-able. ;

These facts prepare us to comprehend the true 
character of the change with regard to the Terri-

tories. In 1780 all the existing national domain 
was promptly and unanimously dedicated to Pree- 
dom, without opposition or criticism. The inter- 


j 


dict of Slavery then covered every inch of soil 
belunging to the National Goverrment. Louisi- 
ana, an immense region beyond the bounds cf the 
original States, was subsequently acquired, and, 
in 1820, after a vehement strugele, which shook 
the whole land, discomfitted Freedom was com- 
welled, by a dividing line, to a partition with 
Slavery. This arrangement, whieh, in its very 
terms, was exclusively applicable to a particular 
territory acquired from France, has been accepted 
as final down to the present session of Congress : 
but now, sir, here in 1854, Freedom is suddenly 
summoned to surrender even her hard-won moiety. 
Itere are three stages: at the first, all is consecra- 
ted to Freedom ; at the second, only half; while at 
the third ali is to be opened to Siavery. Thus 
is the original policy of the Government absolutely 
reversed. Slavery, which, at the beginning, wasa 
sectional institution, with no foothold anywhere on 
the national territory, isn w exalted as a national 
institution, and all our bread domain is threatened 
by its blighting iniluence. 

Thus much for what I have to say at this time, of 
the original policy, consecrated by the lives, opin- 
ions, and acts of our Fathers. Summoning to ny 
side the majestic fori of these civil herces, whose 
firmiess in council was only equalled by the firmness 
of Washington in war, I might leave the cause in 
their care. But certain reasons are adduced for 
the proposed departure from their great example, 
and, though these seem of litle validity, yet 1 
would not pass them in silence. 

The Prohibition of Slavery in the Territories is 
assailed, as beyond the power of Congress, and 
an infringement of the local sovereignty. On this 
account itis, at this late day, pronounced uncon- 
stitutiunal, Now, without considering minute y 
tthe sources from which the power of Congress 
jover the national domain is derived—whethtr from 
‘the express grant in the Constitution to make rules

But there is in the very bill an express prohibi- 
tion on the Territory, borrowed from the Ordi- 
nance of 1757, and repeated in every act organi 
ing a Territory, or even a new State, down to the 
present time, wherein it is expressly declared, thi: 
“no tax shall be imposed upon the property © 
the United States.””. Now, here is a clear and un- 
questionable restraint upon the sovereignty of 
Territories and States. The publie lands of the 
United States, situated within an organized Tex 
rit ry cr State, cannot be regarded as the cust 
ments and WCAHS necessary and proper to ecxeculs 
the sovereign powers of the nation, like fortifica- 
tions, arscnals, and navy-yurds. They are strictly 
in the nature of private property of the nation, and 
as such, unless exempted by the foregoing prohi

I; assumes that Slavery isa 
national institution, and that property in slaves ig 
recognized by the Constitution eof the United 
States. Nothing can Le more false. By the judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court of the Liited States, 
and also by the peincinles of the comfnon law, 
Slavery is a local municipal institution, which de 
rives its support exclusively from local municipal 
laws, and beyond the sphere of these laws it ceases 
to exist, except so faras it may be preserved by 
the clause for the rendition of tugitives from labor. 
Madison thought it wrong to ndmit into the Con- 
stitution che idea that there can be preperty ig 
man; and I rejoice to believe thet no such idea can 
he found there. The Constitution regards slaveg 
always as “persons,” with the rights of “persons,” 
property, When it is said, therefore, 
that every citizen miny cnter the national demaita 
with his property, it does net follow by any rule 
of logie or of hiuw, that he may carry his slaves. 
On the contrary, he can only carry that property 
Which is admitted to be such by the universal law 
of nature, writien by God's own finger on the heart 
of nian. 
Again: The relation of master and slave is somes 
times classed with the domestic relations.

The pre- 
hibition of Slavery in the Territory of Nebraska 
stands on foundations of adamant, upheld by the 
carly poliey of the Fathers, by constant precedent, 
and tinc-honered compact.

fore putting them to death, They show as much 
art and address in their capture as a keen sports- 
man may evince in trying to get a shot at a flock of 
wild ducks, The Leas are not ungrateful for being 
thas held in honour, and have effected a very con- 
siderable settlement in the country. They are. in 
point of fact, one of the nationalities of ‘Turkey; 
the only one which has nothing to ask of the gov- 
ernment; which has no wrongs to redress or injur- 
ed interests to bluster about. Most of the houses 
being of wood, they find warm eommodious quar- | 
ters whivh are utterly inaccessible to the broom of | 
the houseman. I use the word houseman because 
there is no such athing as a housemaid in Turkey. 

These little animals are so prompt and {erecious 
in their assaults, and Lave moreover, such a keen 
appreciation of the delicacy of any fresh arrival! 
froma distant country, that they keep a stranger | 
in a perpetual state cf liveliness and motion; which | 
is, doubtless, extremely beneticial to his heaith, | 
especially if he be slothful.
